lnat of the sigth month there will be 
no more opine gold in the open market. 
Hefore that date, moreover, all these who 
wish to smoke iaust appear before the 
recognised authoritivs, and from them 
get alicerse, These licenses are twofold. 
There ix one for mon who ste over sixty 
years rf iye, and have becoine confirmed 
ainokers, Apparently these are to be allew- 
ed to continue the habit, without Jet or 
hindrance. Then there is a second itconse 
whiek is fe De given under certain condi- 
tions te those whe are under sixty years of 
ayge, antl ary smokers, though these form 1 
clase of thei own, anda license may bo 
withheld from an applicant of this class. 
Then, further, another license is to be 
prepyred for shopkeepors who will sell the 
‘drag, and these shopkeepers will be in- 
strneted that, even with their license, they 
are not allowed tosell opium to auy one who 
is not supptied with a pormit allowing them 
toamoke. Such iv the aystum thats te he 
put into force in less Uhan & month.

THE ORIGIN OF POLO. 


The Game in Ancient 
- China. ,

[sv rRovesson 2 Mi PARKER, 


+ Froin the boginning of the tenth cen- 
tury to the middle of tho fourteenth, that 
ia for four huadred and fifty years, North 
Ohina, especially the Poking plains, and 
the province of Shantung, was exclusively 
under the rule of Turtar Emperors ; first 
Cathayana, then the ancestors of the pre- 
sent Manchus, and finally the Mongols, 
Tho Chinese dynasties ruling in Sauth 
Chinn were compelled to recognise these 
rival Cweyars os equals, and often sent 
them tribute under the convenient name 
of “‘subsidics,” Thus in the year 905 
one of the ephemeral dynustioa of Turk *sh 
descent ruling in Central Qhina sont o 
mission to the Cxthayan emperor with a 
present of © balt clothes and horses,” and 
His Majesty (s great drunkard) went to 6 
place some distance west of Poking to 
“beat the bull.” 

In the year 980 the thou reigning 
Cathnyan Emperor, (whe sus, notwith> 
standing, reully the best of his race) in- 
dulged to such excess in polo that a Chiness 
cunsor in his employ had to remonstrate 
with him very seriously, There ure two 
versions of this sermon : one in the ordinary 
course of Cathayan history, and the other 
in the chupter specially devoted to” this 
particular censor. ‘The remonstrancs 


runs :—- 

“ Atthe risk of losing my head, I must 
protest against your Majesty's infatuation 
for ball striking and ball-horses. In the 
first. place, when soveroign and subject 
play togother, it is unavoidable that there 
shoald be undue croulation, the triumph of 
the prinee hecomes the ehagrin of bis 
Yieges, the joy of one of the sides is neces-, 
curily the hunilistion of the opponents. In 
the second pluce whilst the borses are 
plun ing about und the clubs flying in the 
air, no attcutiow whatever is paid to the 
difference in rank of the eager competitors, 
and all sense of courtesy and propriety 
disappears for the time; if the celestial gur- 
ments [it would he treason to say “person”] 
should be struck during the greedy 
contest of imoom-sticks a situation might 
arise in which the prince on the one hand 
would incur Joss of dignity, whilst on the 
other it might be difficult to blune the 
subject. In the third place, to oxpose the 
dignity of a King to the risks of an exciting 
guny ia both unfer to the Empire to which 
asolemn duty is cing, and also uufilial to 
fa Dowager whi is ansious for her “son's 
avfety [She died in the year Loud} ; for 
however goal x horse you may Fite, 
and however well besten the polo ground 
may Ie, there is always a tick of a trip, & 
shy, or a failure to grep the rein at the 
eritiesl mnoinent. 

It is related that the Emperor was much 
inpressedatul xs we hear little move of 
polo after that it is to be presumed that 
the nanonstrance had proper effect. 

About half» century after this event 
the southern empire (which Marco Polo 
calls “'Manzi”) sent a mission to Cathay 
clelirated: and Jearned sta 
tesman named Chayg Fang-ping. The 
Cathayan monarels wos 60 struck with the 
Aiynity uf his depertment that he turned 
te his courtiers anid sid: “Lucky, indeed, 
tu possess such a subject 8 this!" The 
rccount goes on 10 say that they hind a game 
of polo to,ether and the Tartar monareb, 
beside presenting the envoy with his own 


under a yery 


polo horse, poured out wing for drinking a 
toast with his own royal hind, 

Probably the Southern dygasty, also, 
wceasionally played pelo, toa, forit is 
related of anuther celebkated scholar named 
Wén Yen-puli that, when young and play- 
ing at ball.striking with other youths, some 
one knocked the ball inte the hollow trunk 
of an old tree ; stich was the intelligence of, 
the young man that he floated the hall out 
of tho inaccessible hole by filling the trunk 
with water. 

The Inché or Nitchén (Early Manchu) 
Fnipcrors who succeeded the Cathnyans, 
and are mentioned by Marco Polo under 
the name Chorché, are seroral times men- 
toned in Chinese history as being players 
of pola, In the year 1163, after the new, 
soay’s festivities, in which polo was includ- 
ed, it was ordained that. the same games 
should be playcd enoh successive now year. 

To the year 1201 the reigning Emperor 
allowed the poople of Peking to enter the 
palace precipets in order to witness a ‘Yoyal 
game of polo, This ruler, whose’ Tartar 
name wns Matako,-used to mako a aunimer 
‘retroat of a chatming. little pleasure temple 
ina village called Yith-ch’Gan Shan, a few 
miles outside the capital; in thisvidentical 
tomple the writer ofthese humble lines 
passed part of the siunmer of 1869. 

When the mighty sonqueror Genghis 
‘Than was preparing to turn “Matnko's suc- 
cossor out of China, he took into his employ 
many Cathnyaus, who were.of course ouly 
too glad to-fight against thoir tyrannical
